An encounter took place between the Soviet troops 
and the Turkish frontier guard which resulted in the death of ten Ruselen 
soldiers and one Turkish officer. The commander of the Rusalan border’ forces 
explained that the Nussianshed croseed the berder by mistake and were under 
the belief that they were scill on dovies territory. Apologies wore males 
gel the bodies of the ten Aserbaljan soldiers were returned. 


2, This incident created a panic in Kars and Erzurum, where ib was belleved 
that war had broken out. Telegrams were sent to Istanbul merchents, 
uveing them to hold up all fumther shipments. 
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3, It ia reported that considerable stocks of war materiais are being 
vouted from Ankexe. to the strongly fortified Janet Indu Line which extends 
through the mountain ares of Ermicun. During World Bar I, the Enesiare 
never succeeded in their atteupts to break through this wea, at that tins 
such less heavily fortified then today.

At the time when the Russlane occupied the Iranian portion of 
Averbaijan, the Turkish fiensral Steff was afraid of an attack which might 
come from the plaine/VYan and, therefore, laic plans for adequate precarbions.
